NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 12th November, 2009 

G.S.R. 815(E). —In pursuance of rules 5 and 8 of the 
Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Rules, 1985, 
the Central Government hereby notifies the following 
general conditions for grant of licence for cultivation of 
opium poppy for research and development. These shall 
come into force with immediate effect and shall apply to 
the current and future crop years unless modified through 
another notification. 

1. Place of Cultivation 

Opium poppy cultivation may be licenced at any place 
in India specifically approved by the Narcotics Commis¬ 
sioner for the purpose of developing or testing various 
cultivars of opium poppy or for any other purpose related 
to research or development. 

2. District Opium Officer for the purpose of licences for 
research and development 

Licences for cultivation of opium poppy for research 
and development shall be issued by the jurisdictional 
District Opium Officer (DOO) and in places not failing 
under the jurisdiction of any DOO, any officer may be 
designated by the Narcotics Commissioner as DOO for the 
purpose of issue of licences. 


3. Eligibility 

Subject to the conditions listed in clause (4) 
below, the following shall be eligible for a licence under 
this notification: 

(i) Any Government University or research 
institute in India. 

(ii) Any company engaged in cultivation of opium 
poppy or production of alkaloids of opium 
anywhere in the world. 

(iii) Any other company, or organization which 
enters into an MoU for this purpose with the 
Government University or research institute. 

4. Conditions of licence 

(i) Any licence issued shall be valid only for one 
year. 

(ii) . While applying for a licence, the licencee shall 

provide full details of the experiments to be 
conducted. 

(iii) The maximum area that can be licenced per 
licencee per location shall be 10 ha. in one or 
more locations. 

(iv) Any company/research institute which culti¬ 
vates opium poppy during 2009-10 not on their 
own land but on the land leased from others 
shall provide details of owner of the plot, 
survey number and any other details as may 
be directed by the Narcotics Commissioner. 

(v) The licencee shall, at the end of the experi¬ 
ment, submit a copy of his findings and test 
results to the Narcotics Commissioner. * 

(vi) The licencee shall provide samples of the 
opium gum, poppy straw or concentrate of 
poppy straw that he may produce to the Chief 
Controller of Factories. 

(vii) After the season, the licencee shall dispose 
of the unused portion of the opium gum or 
poppy straw or concentrate of poppy straw 
produced during the experiments in any 
manner with the prior approval of the 
Narcotics Commissioner. 

(viii) The licencee shall be bound by the terms and 
conditions of the licence and any instructions 
issued in this regard by the Narcotics 
Commissioner from time to time.
